eafesthat doofpend their bodies , you 


muftneeds fay , that they are the moft - 


miferable Creatures of the worlde: So 
that you cannot choofe but bee of the 
opinion of WAwacharfis that Noble 
Philofopher, who beeing demaunded 
whether Number wasthe greater,that 
of the dead or that of the Liuing, did 
redemaundagaine , In which Number 


doyourecken thofe that traucll onthe Seat 


Signifiyng thereby,thatfuch astrauell 
vpon the Sea arein fo great dangerof 
death, that they doo continually dye 
liuing, and line dying. And therefore 
well fayd Bias (one of the feuen Sages) 
that Saylers uppon.the Sea were alwayes 
within two yaches of their death : 8 true it 
is,which the Latyn Lyrike Poet writeth, 
T hat Man had a Hart of Oke,and was fen- 


cedwith atriple Corflet of Braffe , that firfi : 
aduentured to commit a lender Boat to the 
raging Sea. A Type and Patterne of _ 
allwhich miferies , together with the — 
cunningand skiifull Art of Nanieation, 
iscomprifed in this Volume whichwee | 
haue in hand, being amoft perfeét de. 
{cription ofthe Eaf and Weft Indies, or 
(as they are commonly called) the 
Portugalland Spanish Indies: A Worke 
afluredly very profitable,and commo- 
dious forall {uch as are defirous & cu- 
rious louers of Nouelties. 

Of thefe Indies , though notin di- 
ftinguifhed tearmes of Eaf? and Weff, 
fundry Hifforiographers and Authors of 
the old Wor/d haue m2de an honoura. 
ble Mention, & left an exceeding com- 
mendation thereof,for the wonderfull 
and rare matters, that were difcouered 
by the feuerall Trauels & Nauigation 
of diuers famous Captains: as namely, 
Alexander the great, Selescus, Antiochus, 
Patrocles and Oneficritus,who had been 
allin the faide Jadies ,infomuchas one 
of thenrheld them to be the Third part 
of allthe Land that is inhabited, in re.

& Matter Thomas Candifh did not only 
fayleinto the fayde wdres, but alfo tra- 
velled round about the world, with a 
moft happy and famous fuccefle. 
| Whofe examples diuers honourable 
Gentlemen and valiant Captaines of 
England haue followed , to their yn- 
{peakeable praife and commendation,

aboue the earth, and vnder the leaues.

Bengala, Quelli, Anicenna , Serapio,and 
Rhafis haue likewife written certaine 
Chapters heereof. Auicenzs in his {e- 
cond Bookeand 491.Chapter,writing 
ofthe properties and qualities of this 
fruite, fayeth,that it yeeldeth but {mall 
fuftenaunce, thatit ingendereth Chol- 
ler and Flegme, and that it {poyleth 
theftomake, wherefore he counfelleth 
fuch as are of a hotte conftitution, after 
they haue eaten thefe Figges, to take 
fome Honieand Vineger , fodden to- 
gether with cold feeds.

full long,& two or three fingers broac,

oundeand fomewhat hollowe out. 
wardly darke greene, and inwardly 
sight greene, and fomewhat after ared 
colour. Itbearetha fruit of the bignes 
ofaiMellen, coucred witha harde husk, 
with many fmaland thicke fharpe pric- 
Jes: outwardly greene, with ftrikes 
downe along the fides like the Mellon, 
They haue within them foure holes 
or partitions according to the length 
thereof, in each of the which holes are 

etthree or foure cafes : in each cafe or 
hell a fruite as whiteas milke, and as 

reat asa Hennes egge, but better of 
tafteand fauour, like the white meat, 
which the Spaniardes make of Ryce, 
Capons flefh , and Rofewater, called 
Mangiar Blanco, yetnot{o fott nor fly- 
mie, fortheother thatare yellow, and 
not white within, are either {poyled, or 
rotten, by euillaire or moyfture : they 
areaccounted the beft which haue but 
three Nuttesin each hole, next them 
thofe that haue foure, but thofe of fiue 
arenot good, & fuch as haue any cracks 
orcliftesin them.

This fruitis hot and moift, and fuch 
as will eat them,muft firft treade vpon

atottenOnyon, buthauing tafted it, 
they efteeme it aboue all other fruites, 
bothfortafteandfauour. - Thisfruite 
isalfo in {uch account with the learned 

octors, that they thinka man can ne« 
uet be fatisfied therwith,and therefore 
they giue this fruite an honourable 
name, and write certaine Epigrammes 
thereof,& yet there is great abundance 
ofthé in Malacca: 8 the apples coft not 
aboue four Meruedies the peece, (peci- 
ally in the Monthes of Tune, Tuly and 
Aueuftatother times the price ishigh- 
cr. Here you muft notea wonderful 
The 1 Booke, 
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contrarietie, that is betweenethis fruis 
Duriasen,and the hearbe Bettele; which 
in truth is fo great, tharifthere were? 
whole fhippe, thoppe ot houfe full of 
Duriaoens, wherein there lay certayneé 
leaues of Bettele, allthe Dariacens wold 
prefently rotteand bee {poyled. And 
likewife by eating ouer many of thofe 
Duriaoens, they heat the Maw, & make 
it{well, and oneleafe of Bettele, to the 
contratie, being laide colde vppon the 

hart, will prefently ceafe the inflamati- 

on,rifing or {welling ofthe Maw. And 

fo if after you haue eaten Duriacens, 

you chance to eata leafe or two of Bet- 

tele, you can receyue no hurtby the 

Duriaoens, although you haue eaten 

neuverfomany, Heteupon, and be- 

caufe they are of fo pleafantatafte, the 

common fayingis, that men can ne- 

uer be fatisfied with them. .

Carolus Clufus that hath written ve- 
ry diligently ofthis tree, nameth itby 
authoritie out of Plinie, the Indian Fig 
tree, and faith, it groweth very high, 
firtt outofa ftraightthicke trunke, or 
body that afterwarde yeeldeth many 
{malland thinne twigges, which being 
young and tender,are of agold yellow 
colour, and growing downewardes to- 
wardes the earth,doe waxe againe like 
young Rufhes, and fo makeas it were 


new treesagain,which in time become 


as thickeas the firft, fo that they cannot 
eafily be difcerned one from theother, 
fauing onely forthe compafle thereof, 
which in the ende proceedeth to the 
thickneffe of three mens fadomes: out 
ofthe which roundneffe or circuit on 
euery fide there groweth other rootes, 
and{otoan innumerable number, fo 


that this tree doth couer fometimes a 


little Italian mile, and doth not onely 
fpread from the loweft branches down 
againeintothe ground, butalfo from 
thehighelt, whereby that one tree {ee-, 
methto beathicke woode. The Indi- 
ans that they may gothrough thistree, 
do cutaway fome of the branches,and 
make asit were galleries to walke vn- 
der, and to keepe them from the heate 
of the Sunne, becaufe the tree is fo full 
ofbranches, thatthe Sun cannot fhine 
through it, and by reafon of the many 
crookinges and wayes that are vnder 
thistree, there are many foundes ofa 
great Eccho,yhearde vnder the fame, fo 
that in many places it will repeate a 
mans words three or foure times toge- 


- ther. Hethartolde Cis/insofthis tree, 


faide, hee hadfeene goo, or 1000. men 
( whereof hee himfelfe wasone) hide 
themfelues vnder one of thofe trees, 
faying further, thatthere were fome of 
thofe trees which might well couer 
3000.men ynderit: the leaues which 
the new branchesbring forth, are like 


the leanes of the Quince trees: the out- 
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fide green,the infide whitith & rout 
asif they were couered with Wool|: 
whofe leaues are much defired by Ele. 
phants, who therewith are nourifhed: 
the fruit is like the firft ioint of a mang 
thumbe, and haue thefafhion & forme 
of little finall hgges,reddith both with. 
inand without,and ful ofllittle oreines 
like common figges: fweet of tafteand 
good to be eaten, but not fo pleafantas 
our common figs. they grow between 
the leanes & thenew branches, as our 
Figges doe; it groweth in Goa, and in 
fome places bordering’on the fame: 
alfo Clufias faith out of Curtins, Plinins 
and Strabo, that thofe trees were al 
knowne of the auncient writers. Hee 
that defireth to know more hereof, let 
him reade Clufius in his Chapter of In: 
dian Figges. | 

Where are in India other wonderfull anv 
thicke trees, tubereof thippes are mave: there 
are trees bp Cochiin,that are callea Angelis 
na, whereof certaine (cutes 02 Skittes called 
Tonesare made: there ave of thofe Tones 
that willlave in them at theleatk 20.03 30, 
Pipes of luater, and are cut out of one peece 
of ivmd, without anp pece o2 feame, o2anp 
tointes : Wherebp men map twell coniedure 
the thickuefle of the tree, andit isto trong 
and hard a woe, that Sron in trac of time 
toould bee confiuned therebp,bp reafon of the 
havdnelle of the wade. here are alfo oucr 
all Indiamanp Sugar Canes tn all places, 
and tt great numbers but not much eftemed 
of: ¢ allalong the coat of Malabare there 
avemanp thicke Reeds, pecially on the coat 
of Choramandel, tubhich Reeves bp the Ins 


Blans are called Mambu, andbp thepootine - 


gales Bambu: thefe Mambus haue a certain 
matter twithin then, tobich is (as tt were ) 
the pith of it, fuch as Quilles have within 
them, which men take ouftohen thep make 
them penmes fo twrite: the Indians call ff Sas 
car Mambu, twhtch is as much fo fap, as 
Sugar of Mambu, and isa berpmedieina- 
ble thing much effeemed, and much fought 
fo2 by the Arabians, Perltans , and Hazes, 

that call it Tabaxiir, a ¥ 
Tabaxyr is a Perfian word,& fignifi- 
eth no other thing buta certaine white 
ormilke moifture, for any fap of mot- 
{ture cleauing together is called Sacar 
Mambs,becaufe the reeds or branches, 
which bring forth the fame are cal- 
led CMambu: the trees whereon 
Tabaxir groweth, are fome as great 
as

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asa Popler, and fome fmaller, com- 


monly hauing ftraight vpright bran. — 


ches, {auing thatfome ofthe fayreft of 
themare bowed for their galleries, Ar- 
pours, and other walking places: they 
hauemany ioyntes, eachof afpanne 

“Jength, hauing leaues fomewhatlon- 
coerthen the leaues of the Oline tree: 
betweene every ioyntthere is acertain 
fweete moyfture, white and cleau- 
ing together like Starch, fometimes 
much,fometimes little: cuery tree or 
branch doth not bring forth fuch {weet 
moifture, but fuch onely as grow in 
Bifaagar, and in {ome prouinces of Ma- 
labar. 

And therefore commonly itt Perfia ang 
Arabia, tt ts tweighcd againt filuer, andis a 
marchandife much bled ¢ efkeened among p 
foyfaive nations : this qrotwetd iwithinthe 
fopntsof the reed, ¢ is tobtte,and fometimes 
blachity,and fometimes Aty colour. 

Itisnot therefore reiected or caft a- 
way, becaufe it is blackifh for this 
blackifhneffe proceedeth either by rea- 
fon ofthe fuperfluitie of the moyfture, 

-orthat it was too long inclofed within 
thetree, & not by burning ofthe tree, 
asfomeare of opinion. Réafes writeth 
hereofin his third book, and 36.Chap.

Diofcorides in 
his firft booke and fift Chapter com- 
mending the Cardamowum brought 
out of Comagens, Armenia,and Bofpho- 
ras (although hee faith alfo that fuch 
doe growe in Indiaand Arabia) faith, 
that wee muft: choofe that which 
is full, and tough in breaking, fharpe & 
bitter of tafte,and with the {mell there- 
of cayfeth a heauineffe in a mans head: 
yetisthe Indian Cardamomum caryed 
intothofe places, from whence Diofce- 
rides afirmeth that his Cardamomum 
doeth come, although it bee neyther 
tough inbreaking, nor annoyeth the 
heade, neyther is bitter oftafte, norfo 
fharpe as Cloues the great Cardamo- 
mum hatha fhell thatis long and three 
cornered,wherein are certaine pale red 
kernels with corners: the {mall Carda- 
momum hath likewife a three cornered 
huske,yet fhorterjand with {maller ker- 
nels,parted in the middléwithathinne 
skinne; & this Cardamomum is of three 
forts, as minus medium minimum,thatis, 
{mall,fmaller,and fmalleft ofall. It hea- 
teth the Mawe, digefteth the meat,and 
driucth away the giddines of thehead:

Cafsialyeth. The huskes being {mall 
and without any woodeare conferued 
likewife. The Egyptians vie the huske 
of Cafsia with white Suger, &the iuice 
of Cali(si-wood, againftgrauell, and all 
difeafes ofthe bladder and the Kidnies, 
alfo againftcoughing, and ftopping of 
the breft, with Agaricum, allo outwatd- 
ly againft hotteinflamations laying the 
Cafsia vpon them, Hee that defireth to 
know more hereof let him readeMaths- 
olus and other Phyfitions , that haue 
written moft diligently vpon the fame.

andan other (hippe, beeing the belt of the. 
Fleet,that tent fo} India, in Anno 1588. 
committed onto him, mof twithout great 
curfes and eutll Wozdes of the WDotbers, Sis 
fters, wiues arid Chidzern of thole thas pes 
rithed atthe thip, which all crped bengeance 
otnbint: audcomming with the hip wheres 
in be then twas placed,called the S, Thomas, 
fe had aloft latd her on fame place, wwbhere 
the other twas tall alway: but dap comming 
a cs Gc arena ail, 
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ont, thep rombe thenttelues off, and fo efcaped: 
petintheir bolage homeward to Postingal, 
the fame thippe twas calt atvap by the Cape 
de bona Speranza, tuith the Pilot and all 
ber ment, foberebp much fpeech arote, faping 
it was antl iudgement of God againit bint 
fo2 making fo many Wwiddotves and fatherles 
chilezen, Iwhercof % twill fpeakein another 
place. Chis J theught gwd to fet ootwne at 
large, becaufe men mtight fe that manp 4 
fhippe ts catt alway bp the heabinefle of the 
gouernours, and bifbilfulnette of the pilotes: 
Lwherfore it were gad fo eramine the perfons 
befozea thippe be committed onto them, fpe- 
cially athippe of fuch a charge, and toberein 
conliffeth the tuelfare o2 bridoitig offo mranp 
men, together with their lines, and tmpoue- 
 ritbing of fo manpa pore wife andchild-this 
loffe happened inthe month of Augutl, An, 
178s. 
an Map An, 1586. tivo Hips laden with 
fate (et fatle out af the haven of Chaul, in 
India, that belonged bnto cerfatite 4o2- 
tingalles inbabitantes of Chau, the otv- 
ners being tn them: thole thippes thould 
haue fapled to the ftraites of Mecca, 02 the 
redde fea, tobere the fala marchantes bled to 
- traficque: but they were taken on the Sea 
bp tivo urkith Gailepes, that had bene 
made in the innermof€ partes of the rattes 
of Mecca, bp Cairo, on the coger of the 
rebddefea, ta folune called Sues; the fapde 
Gallepes began to doe great mifcbiefe, ¢ put 
all the Snbdian marchants tn great feare. 
The lame month there was a great army, 
prepared in Goa, both of Ffultes and gailies, 
fuchasinmanp peareshad not bene fenc, 
aud vas appointed to faile to the red fea, fo 
dpiue the Lurkith Gallepes away, 02 els te 
fight twith them ifthep could: thep tvere al- 
fo commanded bp the Wicerop to winter their 
_ fhippes in Ormus, and then toenter ints the 
fratghts of Perfia,lping behind Ormus, and 
to offer thetr fernfce to Xatamas 3k, of Pere 
fia,againt the urke their common enemy, 
therebp to trouble him onal fives, if thep 
had beonght their purpate to effect: but it fel 
out otherivife, as hereafter pon thall beare: 
for Chiefe of this anmp, there twas appointed 
a Gentleman, named Rioy Gonfalues da 
Camara, who once had bene Captatne of 
Ormus, being a verp fatte and qrotfe man, 
iwhich twas one of the chief occafions oftheir 
cuillfortune, and teith bint teent the patnct- 
pallet (oloters and gentlemen ofall India , 
army beitg reap, ¢ minding fo faple to 
vedde fea, thep found many caimes pet ie 
fnap,fo that thep inourct mich milerie, anv 


begunne to die like do 
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thinking to time great hortoz thereby: this. 


ofdrinke as other necettaricg: 

not mabe their account to tap be ‘aa 
the tuay, tobich ts altvaies their eaten 
thing falleth out contrarp to thei mee 
this was their ged beginning, aan Seite 
thought a preparatiue to further meh 
fo2 comming to the redve fea, at them ee 
thereof thep met the Lurkith Gattieg tube 
thep bad a long fight,butin 6 ena the Dorti 
gals bab the auerthzotv, ¢ efcaped ag inet id 
thep might, with great bifhonour, any np tt 
tie loffe: and the Durkes being bicgaigus.

bp indamaging the oztingall ann Iping ue 
ber their nofes. The Portingall armie ha. 
uing fpedde itt this manner, twent onts O;. 
mus, there to tuinter themfelues, anor the 
meane {ime to repaire their armic, and tg 
heale their ficke foldiers, tobereof thep hap 
manp: and fo then time ferued to Fulfil the 
Giceropes commandement tn helping Xatav 
mas, thinking by that meanes to recone 
thett lofles: being ariued tn Ormus, anohy 
uitig repatred their Ffuttes, € the time com 
ming on, the General bp realan of his fates 
and cozpulent bobie Maped (1 Ormus , ay- 
pointing Ltenefenant in bis place, onecals 
led Pedro Homen Pereira, (tubo although 
be tvas but a meane gentleman, pet twas hee 
a berp god foldier, and of. great erperience) 
commanding them fo obep bint in allthings, 
as tfhe were there in perfon himlelfe : giving 
thentin charge,as thep failed along the coat, 
foland bpon the coatk of Arabia, there topus 
nit} certain pirates, that held ina place called 
Nicola, and fpoiled fuch ag patted to andfta 
bpon the feag,and didgreat hurt ts the hips 
and marchants of Batlora, that traffiqued in

pout, and beitig ringedin manner of a Halfe 
gpane, thep fell bpon thems, anid ttt that forte 
pauethem alway, Rilling themtas thep lift, 
fllthep came bnito their Suttes: and becaufe 
thoycouloriot prefentty get their Jfutkes into 
fhe water, thzoualy fear and tame thep tere 
conplled fo fight, tubere Iketile niany of 
rhe were Maite, and not aboue fittte of 
hem efcaped that had fet fote on land- and fo

ofthe Arabians had taken it op, calking bis

At the fame time the Duene of Ormus 
came to Goa, beitg of Mahomersreligton, 
ag all ber amcefters had been before ber, 
and as then tere contributarie ta the jor 
tingall. She caufed ber feife to be chatftencd, 
and was With great folemmitiebzeuabtints 
the Wotwne, where the Wicerop twas ber 
Godfather, and named ker Donna Phillips 
pa; alter the King of Spaines name, beinga 
fale {bite Wwomatt, berp fall and comelp, 
and ivith ber liketvifea beother of bers, bes 
ing berte pourig, was alfo chetftened,and then 
With one Mathias Dalburquerck that had 
bene Captatt of Ormus 5 fhe failedto Por- 
tingall, to prefent het felfe tothe king. Sbe 
had matricd with a Postirigall Gentlemare 
calleti Anton. Dazeuedo Coutinho, to 
Lwbome the bing th tegatde of his mariage 
gaue the Captainethfppe sf Ormus, twbich 
ts {oo2fh aboue tus hundzed thoufande ouc- 
Refs, as 9 (ato before. Sobis Gentleman af 
fer hee bad beene maried fo the Queene as 
bout balfe a peare, lining perp friendly and 
loutngly with her, bee canfed.a thippe to bee 
made, theretvith to faile to Ormus, - there fo 
take oder for the rentes and reucricives bez 
longing to the Queene his wife - but bis des 
parture toas fogrienous ote ber. that the 
defiredhint to take her {with him, faping,that 
Without hin the could not line - but becaufe 
be thought (tnot as then conuenient, hee des 
fited her to be confent, promifing fo returne 
againe with all the fpeede he might. Gaihere- 
bppart hee tvent to Bardes, (tubich is the bf 
fermoft parte of the Riuer entering info 
Goa, about the mples off: and-tvbile hee 
continued there, Eaping for tninde atid toeas 
ther, Che Mueene (asitis fatve) taake fo 
great qreefe fo2 bis departure, that fhe bped, 
thefame dap that her bufbande tet faile and 
put fofea, to the qreat admiration ofall the 
Countrep, and no letle forratve, becaule hee 
toas the fir Queene inthofe countries that 
had beene chaiftcned, ferfaking her kingsonte 
and bigh efatc, rather to die a Chriftian,and 
matried With anteane Gentleman, thents 
liue like a Queene bnder the lave of Ma- 
homer, and fo twas buried with gteat boro2 
according to ber ettate, 

¥n the month of Augull 1586 there ariued 
aman of Mofambique tn Goa p came front 
Portingal ti? thip p Mold fatie to Malacca, 
that brought netues brite the Wiceray, how 
thethip called the Boa Viagen , that inthe 
a D 3 pear, 
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peare before failes from India tofwaros Pore 
tingall,ivas catt atvap by thecape de Bona 
Speranza, tabere it buck in peeces becitig 07 
-yevlanen: (fo? they bo conionly oerlade molt 
of their hips.) ¢ affirmed that the Hip had at 
theleatt 9 haofull high of water iwithin it bes 
fore it Departed fr Cochin, ¢ althoah before 
their hips tetfaple , thep put the Matter and 
other Dfficers to their othes,therbp to make 
themcanteffe if the thip be ftrong and fuffict- 
ent to performe the bopage, 02 to let fhem

the peeces dpatune it, and all cheffes, pottes, 
fattes and other remage that are not foww- 
ed bnder hatches, being thaotune oucr bozde 
into the fea, and euerp thing fetied and made 
readpinbisplace: fo2 that inthis coatt thep 
haue one houre faye tueather, andanother 
houre fomie weather, infuch manner as if 
Heauen and earth Mould twafte and be conus 
med. Jn that place liketwile witha cleare 
and fapze tueather there comuneth a cerfapne 
tloude, Which in Hetv feemeth no bigger then 
amans fiff, and therefore by the Portingals 
it ts called Olho de Boy, 02 Dre epe) and 
although as ther it fs cleare,and calme twea- 
ther, and that the fatlesfo2 ivant of wind do 
beate againtt the maftes, yet as fone as thep 
percepue that clonde, they mutt pelentlp 
frike alltheir faples: fo2 that commonly tt 
is bpoti the thips before thep percepue it, and 
foith fuch a Lozme andnovle, that without 
al doubt if iwouldftrike a thippe into the tua:

The 25. of Barch (being the dap bee 
fore Palme fimdap) we hada better tid and 
Iweather, after ive had giuent great almes fo 
our bleffed adie of the Snuntiation, 


 Wwhole Feat twas oppor that day, and a 


gain bopfea bp our faples keeping our courte 
toluards the Cape, At the fame time twe bad 
adifeate in our fhip,that toke bs inp mouth, 
lippes, theoate, and tongue, tobich foke off 
theffinand mane them ftvell, tobereby ther 
could not eate, but tuith area paine,antdnot 
grie int the Hip but had tt, re 
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Chevight of Apu inthe oanina, after 
{oehaofavled fifteen dates before the twinde, 
fonaros the Cape, tue perceiucd fome fignes 
oftheland, iubich ts greene tater: but twee 
funane ground, pet was tt not aboue fortte 
milesfrom the land, according to the Pilots 
quogement. We faty there alfo dtuers of the 
spiro calleo) Mangas de Velludo, that ts 
fofap,Ueluct flenes, fo2 they haue vpon the 
ends of theit toings, blagke points like Cel:

led, not being able to endure the force of the 
Sea, With the continuall fone andfoule 
{wether )to faple back agatne before the twind, 
{vith the halfe of our JFoulse faple bp ,fo2 that 
fuee found our felues not trong enough to 
dine without faples,as the (hippes common: 
ip blefo doe, tobich oftentimes is the caute 
oftheir cafting alwap, asitmap well be tud- 
ged, by reafon of the great force and firength 
ofthe tuanes that runne there: fo that it fee- 
meth almoit impofftble fo2 a hip fo beare out 
fogreat a force, though it were of Sron, And 
although tue fapled before the tuinde, pet we 
haddanger inough:fo2 that the Sea came be- 
bide anv oner our fhippe, and filled all the 
Batches , suberebp toce twere compelled to 
binde our $paftes, Cables, and all the thippe 
tomd about tuith Ropes , that with p qveat 
{nce ofthe Seait might not flirre, and five 
itpeces . Andfored twee tere to Pumpe 
tight and dap , bautng at each ende of the 
Fouke-parde, a rope that reached to the pt- 
lot, and at each rope there fubde fifteenc 02 
firtene men, the Pilot fitting tx bis cate, 
atid the onder Pilot bebirde pon the Herne 
ofthe thippe, ta marke the courte of the Sea, 
and{o to aduertile the other pilot. At therus 
therthere freode fer 02 fivelue men, andthe 
other Saplers vpon the Batches to rule the 
fayles, ¢ag the iwaues came and coucred the 
hippe, the onder pilot called, and theirthe 
chicte Pilot {pake to themat the Ruther to 
hold thitte, and commaunded the ropes that 
loere at the Fouke-parde to bee pulled trite: 
the Saplers liketwife and the chiefe Wote- 
(tvatne ftanding on the Isatches, to keepe the 
Hipright inthe waves, fo2 ifthe wares haa 
hee gotten bs abgut, that thep bad entred on 
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the fides ofthe thippe, tt bad ceréatnlp bent’ 
faidof os, Requieicant in pace, Anvit was 
there almoft as colvas itis bere with bs tn 
iwinter, tubentt freleth nat: wherebp tuee 
fuere allfoze fopled, and tita manner out of 
bart, fo that toce effeemen our felues cleane 
tatt atwap : fo2 toe were forced bp turnes to 
go to the ruther,¢ from thence tothe pumpe, 
(not one ercepted) fo that we bad no time to 
fleepe, reff, eate, nozcloath our felues: and 
tobelp hs the better the ttaffe of our Ruther 
brake in peeces, andhad almott flaine tino 02 
three of our men, Wut God had pitti on bs, 
fo that there bappenedne other hurt. but that 
fome of them were a litle amazed, SChis cons 
tinued fo the fourteenth of Apzl without any 


‘change, tebereupon all the Officers of the 


thippeatfembled together {with others ofthe 
compattie, taking counfell tbat twas bett to 
be tone, and percetuing the fhtvpe not fo bee 


‘ffrong enough to pale the Cape, thepron- 


cluded bp profeltation (tobersunto thep tubs 
{cribed their bands) tofaple with the tip to 
Mofambique, and there to winter and ta 
repatre the thippe, and prontde all necefaries 
fozit.tobich areatlp arecucd the common fort 
becaule they dtd find as great danger inturne 
ing backe agatne to Mofambique, as to 
patle the Cape, fo2 that thep twere fo faple az 
gatne by theland Donaral , wwhich thep feas 
red, asmuchas the Cape: andalfo though 
thep div arriie at 4£ofambique, pet thep ace 
countedit as much as alot Wiage. JFo2 that 
thep mutt ap there tilt the nerf peare, and 
there {pend all thep bane, fo2 that all things 


that come thether are brought out of India: 


fo that everte thing is there as deare as gold, 
tubich fwould bee hard for the poze Saplers 
and Siwabbers; as baring but little meanes 
to relicue themfelucs,ane therbp thep touts

that thep were as thet abeut soo. miles fra 
Mofambi que. Gtherefoze there grete great 
nopte and murmuring in the Hip, amongythe 
Saplers , that curled the Captatne andthe 
Dfticers, becaufle the thip twas badly pout 
ded, for tf badnot one rope moze then hung 
about the fhip.noz anp thing tuberot to mate 
them, if thole that tue bad, fhould bane chan 
ced fo beeake, Che Captaine laise the faulte 
onthe Matter, becaule hee afked thentnof. 
twhen bee twas af land: and the Water fatbe 
that be bad fpaken fo2 thent,andthat the (ai 
ro, 02 Hemp whereof in India the tope s are 
made) was delivered bnfo the Captaine, and 
that be bad fold p belt part therecf, to put the 
monep tn his purfe:¢ that was the caule whp 
weivanted:twith this difogder thep bring their 
niatters fo patie, not pa spre twhat 
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gmap after fall ont: but toben thep are in dat 
ger, the ther ts nothing els,but crping Mifer 
ricordia,and calling to our ladp for belpe:the 
Captaine could not tell that to anftwere, fers 
ing be in that trouble, but faid, that be mars 
velled at nothing fo much, as tubp our dod 
Bodlufleredthem (besiig fo good Chzith- 
angand Catholiques, as thep Were)to patle 
the Cape , with fo great toaments and dan- 
gerous iveather, bauitg fo great and frong 
Hlppes,and that the Crgithhmen,being (as 
be fatd) eretickes,and blafphemers of God, 
With fo fmal ¢ iveake veflels,« patted P Cape 
fo ealilie: foo thep bad receaned nelues in 
India, that an Gnglitg Sbippe bad pafled 
the Cape twith verte great eale.

arocke,and nanny (e208 about if, and 
there they were fo played bpon with hot, 
that offozce thep wut putte off. Whis bils 
fageiscallea Achombene, and thelanae 
Chanie (¥ think Ginea.) Whis fort is hols 
ben by the Portingales, but is not firong: 
before this cattle about the length of tum 
bales Mot tito the fea there lieth it, cliffes, 
fothat you mutt pafle right betiven them 
both fo goe Onto the foot, lying in abothe 
02 ctoked entry. Whis cattle lieth about 
the o2 foure miles from the Cape de trcs 
Puntas, not farre from it being a billy and 
ffony countrey, with many tres, fome of 
firtene o2 (cuenteene fadomes in compas: 
then they came fo a bilage called Cermen- 
tin, Wwberein teas many people, and much 
traffiiie,and there thep dealt with the cois 
trpmen , felling their tunen cloth fo2 maz 
ny, they failed out with a god and tempe- 
rate aire, fouthiweft and by fouth,fotvards 
the fouthett,and in fine Dapes could make 
but tivo degrees, fo that they {ailen ech day 
one degre’, although it was indifferent 
colo,by reafon ofthe tomes that fel, vatt 
no2theatf,and eatt and by no2th tolwardes 
fhe coat. Alio (uch as til faile from the 
Colde hauens to the cape de Lopo Gon- 
zales,92t0S.

haue any Dorada out of the noth, and fo 
comnpatted into the fourth, otherivife it is 
not tuel tobe done, for that there are fore 
that haue bin 5. 02.6. wwekes fapling thi- 
ther. ere pemutt note,that the nerer pe 
goe fo fhe Equinocttal line, there vou find 
moe foutherne tuindes : and when pou 
patie the line, you finde the winde fouth 
fouth and by catt , and fometwbhat hiaher : 
you mutt liketwile onderitand, that when 
you le the great flying filhes, that thenpe 
are notiar from the $iland of S. Fhomas; 
Jtis geod traffiking with the people of

fmaill, net much onlike the bores , which 
With vs are bfed fo bee Hanged in Annes 
and Lauernes, to putte monep in fo2 the 
poe: but they will by no meancs let anie 
man fe whatis in them . Jfo2 the mofk 
part both men and women goe bare heas 
dcd, with thetrhaire frisclea ano foloen, 
vet bery thoste, fome toeare battes that 
connnonly are made ofbarkes of trees, 03 
of Indian nuttes, fometucare plumes of 
feathers , which are made fatt to thep 
batre with cerfainetwyars , whereof pic 
uerle forts were bacught me from thence:

@ov.Whe countrey is fruitful,and ful of al 
frange fruites.and abounding in al kinds 
of beatts,and birds of diners formes,both 
areat andiinal, @here are fome trees, 
where dpon one bzanch there hang at the 
ieatt 100. birdes nefits , altogether moft 
pleafant fo bebolo,20hep hang by certaine 
ftratues made fatk onto the boughes, bes 
~gaute fakes thoulo not creepe in and fuck 
thelr egges: many of tholenelis iwere 
bought onfo me.his thall tuffice for the 
difcription of the coatt of Guinea, after the 
which followweth the mightiekingbome of 
Conzo. 
he ancient writers helve opinion that 
this lande twas not inhabited, calling it 
‘Torridam Zonam, thatts, aplacein the 


earth, that thoough the beatcot thefunne 


is burnt bp, but they were altogether de- 
ceived, fo2 ag Odoardus Lopez, ayox 
tingale witneffeth, bauing with many 
other Portingales long time inbabites 

_ therein. Whereis gud dwelling, andthe 
ire cotrarie to al mens iudgements,berp 
temperate, and that in winter there is no 
ertreame cold, but onelp fuch weather as 
it is in baruelt time at Rome hey ble no 
linings no2 thirte bandes, no2 change of 
clothes.neither care they fo2thefire, if ts 
likelwile no colocr on the tops ofthe billes, 
then in the vallies,but generally if is wars 
mer with themin. the tuinter then in the 
funmer, onely becaule of the continual 
raines, (pecially about fe mivdle of the 
day, tivo houres befoze, and.as much after 
dinner, which beatis very eutll for our me 
toendure.

of Florida is ful of Jlands,cliftes banks, 
flattes , and fuch like dangerous places, 
and as touching the JHandes, they are at 
the leat foure bund2eth tt nuniber , bes 
fines the creat ¥fland called Lucaiz,that 
giueth the name toalthereit, ate Baha- 
ma,wpich lie al nozth front Cuba , amd faint 
Dominico.Ahe common opinion ts, that 
thefe ¥flandes were alloneland, and toy, 
ned tothe great FAand, andby the force of 
the feateperated one from the ofger, as ttts 
thought of Italy and Cicilia-Bheyp lie Onder 
feuentiene and eighfcne Degrees : the peo- 
ple ofthole Glands are whiter, and better 
proportioned them thofe of Cuba, and Spai- 
cauola, fpectally the women that are berte 
faire, for the hich caule many offye firme 
land went thither fo divel,as from Florida, 
Cichora, and lucatan, becaule there thep 
founde moze pleafure among fhe people, 
theninother Fdands , andgreatdifterence 
in their (pecch , whereupon hath rfen the 
commonopinion, thatinthotie {lands the 
Thez Booke.

TT We fecon part of America ig called No- 
ua Spatgna,o2nety Spaine, tt begtnneth 
towards the Mo2th,about the River of Pa- 
nuco,tppontye bozderg ofFlorida, on the 
South fire it reacheth tothe pouince Dea 
riena,tubhereit is dintded from Peru, onthe 
Catt it hath the maine Sea,andon the toelt 
the South fea called Mare Auftrale: this 
iwholeI20uince was in tintes pat by tht 
Anhabitants called Cichemecan Culhua- 
€an,02 Coiacan,whith peple came cut of tht 
land of Culhua, tabich heth aboue Xalitco; 
E made their habitation about the spur 
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of Tenuchritlan, tobereat this prcfentlys 
eth the towne of Mexico, tubich people bas 
ving neither countrep no2 diwelliug plare, 
chote that fo2 the bef and molk profitable, 
therein building divers boules and habita- 
fio1is, and in that manner placed both their 
new and old billages wnder fhe commraun: 
pement of Culheacan, gluing the fame 
name fo all that countrey.

their legs, fone thetr armies, fome counter: 
feiting the deafe man, and ofyers the blind 
man, fame Lauabhina, others grinning, with 
many ftrange deutles,thep kucp their featts 
althat day till night dainking nothirg but 
Caciuate. 

Whe thips that faile over the fouth fea to 
Nicaragua, pafie the2ot the narow fiream 
about fiue and twenty miles titwards , fo- 
twards the land, til thep come fo a do2p cal- 
icd Realegio, there there are certaine reed 
houtes, injabites by Spantardes , tebhere 
thethips anker by reafon of the gad hauen, 
and becaufe ofthe woo. A dapes tourney 
from this place eaftivard lieth Lezio 02 Le 
on: the iSthopsfea of Nicaracaa, franding 
pon the bo2der of the lake of Francifco Fer 
nendez, agalfo Granaten and other Spaz 
nifh fownes lping byor the fame lake, fittp 
miles from cach ofber almoft, atthe otber 


ende iwhere the lake iMueth info the 


northernefea. hole tivo fotones are both 
fcarce fourefco2e houles , part made oflime 
and fone, and parte ofrdes and frawe, 
Five and thirtie niles from Leon lietha 
bill, that cafteth out fire i fuch abundance, 
that by night thep map bebolde at the lealk 
100000, (parks of fire ping tito the aire: 
many Spaniards are of this opinion , that 
therin mutt be gold, which gtueth the firesja 
coittinual efferice,wberby they haue fought 
many meanes to trie tf,but al im Paine,and 
therefore nedeletic fo rebearle. 

Returning againe to the lake of Nicara~ 
gua, therein are great ites, and amongett 
thereft acertaine kinde of fly , in Spanilh 
talled Manati, haulng fines bard bp their 
heades, like tivo hands, this fit ts almott 
like an otter of 35. fotelong, andfivelue 
fote thiche , the head and taple like an ore, 
finaliztes bard and Yairiefkinne, ofcolour 
light blein, with thuo fecte like elophantes 
feete ; the fines Landing out like Kopen, 
fading thetr yong ones with their dugges. 
This Hh feedeth both on land and in the 
water, they are bery familtar twith men, 
tubercafthe gudtaus teil a molt fwonderful 
thing, tubich is, that there teas a king cal 
led Caratamayuis, that had taken a pong 
Manate.Anbich fo2 the {pace of fir and tive: 
ty peres he kept and boght bp with bead, 
in a lake callep Guainabo, that bozdered 
bponbhishoule, which fith intume became 
fo fame, that he furpatlen the dolphin, where

of ive reade fomanp bittaries , for that at 
what fime focuer the kings feruants calico 
him Matto, Matte, twbich i Indian fpeech 
Ig Manifecale 92 curtcous , hee tuoula pees 
fently come out ofthe lake, and eate meate 
out of theirbandes, and twoulde ilketwite 
come out of the wafer, and goe info the 
houte, to fetch his meate, and there tuoulne 
play with the childzen: and foben anp man 
twas defirous fo go ouer fhe lake, be would 
oftentimes take eight 02 tenne of them to- 
Sether, andfiwimming beare themlighfly 
oubis backe ouer the water,in which mans 
ner playing withbim, the Indians kept 
this fi} long time, til by fome iniurp vone 
butobunbebecame angry, fortyat pppon 
afime asa Spaniard would proue tf his 
fkinne {were as hard as thep reported it te 
be, thetu an arrow o2 dartathim , andale 
though it burt bim not, pet be felt the tharp 
point ofthe arrow, and from that fime pers 
ceiuing that men with beards and in appa 
tel were there, thep might wel call bini,but 
al in baine, fo2 be tyould neuer come bp ae 
gaine, butin the end, when theriuer Acci- 
banicus chaunced to flowwe fo high , that it 
rantie ouer the bankes , and fo tnfo the lake 
Guaniabo, the ff folowed the ftreame,and 
fwannne into the fea, thele kindes of fithes 
are much feene and taken tn that countreyp, 
fo2 that their fleth tg of a bery ged falte, like 
hogs fleth, which being falted is carried ta 
Nombre de Dios, andother places. Zhe 
lake of Nicaragua lpeth not farre from the 
fouth fea, and about a bundzed miles from 
the noth fea, running though a river that 
isfulofthips , which the Spantarbdes cale 
led De fazuadera, that ig, falling of iwater 
therein, Dhereabouts,¢ in that river there 
aremany crocadiles , that lay their eages 
bpon thefands on the rivers fives,as bigge 
as geele eas , tobich being thootwne againtt 
aftone toil beutled, but nofbeeake, andin 
tune ofhunger, are eaten by the fpaniards, 
their tafte is like a Mofchu: balfe'rotten, 
and bythe Indians ts accounted fo2 an exe 
cellent kinde of meate : by Nicaragua the 
country is rough and tharpe, becauleofthe 
thicke wodbdes, and bneuen billes , where 
not onelp hozles, buf men can hardly paffe 
ouer, onleffe itbe with great paine and las 
bour : about thts countrep fo2 the {pace of 
foure months, there are certaine Torteaux 
that doe continuein the fea, as alfo bppon 
the (hoare, which lay their enges as the cro- 
cadilesdoe, inthefand bpponthe fhoare, 
wwbhereof prefentlp by reafon of the great 
heateofthefunue, there commeth pong 
Torteaux:-the flelh of this beatt being freth, 
is fubolefome and pleafant to cate.

full,and flee uben they fee a man ; there are 
ltkeintfe very areat (rakes, but not beno- 
mious,cano maity fea cats: there ts likewile 
an otyer binde of beatt called Cafcui, ta 
manner like ablacke ptage, bairie, With a 
hard Chime, final cies oven cares ke an e- 
lephant, but notfulf open, nog banging 
Down, cloucn feet, and alitle fratwt, armca 
like an elephant, and offo th2il a bopee,that 
it maketh men deafe, andisof agod and 
fanodp fielh . Where is tkelwile an other 
wonderful and flraunige beat, of Geinerus 
talleda Sore ape,on the belly whereof sae 
turehath foamed ar other belly, wherein 
(when it gocth into any place , if hiveth ber 
pours drieg, and fo beateth thenrabout ber. 
ahis beatt hath abooy and member like a 
fore, feetelike mens hands,o2 like {ea cattes 
fete;cares like a batte,it is neuer feene that 
‘this beatk letteth her pong ones come fo2th 
but when they fucke,o2 cafe themfelues,but 
are allwapes therein, bntilthey cangctte 
their olen meate: alle there is another kind 
‘ofbeatt called leuanna 92 luaona, nefmuch

laines,and from thence you come fo Puerto 
de Caribana, thehduenof Caribana ; 92 of 
Canibals, whereofthe Caribes hauerecet- 
ued their name, jfrom thence pou come fo 
theriuer de Guerra, and then fo the rtuer of 
Zenu, Which is a great hauen,the town bee 
ing about fever 02 eight (pant miles and 
afjalffromthe fea, tuberin is great tratfike 
of fith, fine gold ¢ filuer tuozks Whey gather 
golo out of the rivers in great fiods ¢ rains 
placing great nettes in the water, wherein 
they flay the golo, which is in great grains;

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it was Difcanered by Roderigo de Baftidas, 
inthe peere ofourio2d 1502.

And then againe in the peare of ourio2be

lowed Alonfo de Hoieda, tubo defiring to 
difcouer theirfands , 02 barter with the in» 
habitants,as alfo to learne their (paech,and 
to know the riches ofthe country, fought to 
chine acquainted iuith them, butthe gndt- 
ang fwithtode them, and determined to 
fight : wherewith the Spantardes fhetven 
fignes of peace, caufing an interpeter (that 
Francifcus Pizairo bad bought from Vv ra- 
ua) fo fpeake bnito them, faying that he and 
bis companions the Spantards were chet 
ftians,peaceable and quiet people, and {uch 
as hauing by long bopages paflen the great 
Deean leas, had as then ned of all neceflas 
rp pronifions,and of goloe,defiring them to 
barter the fame with them, fo2 other coftly 
wares, tubich they had never feene.Wiberes 
nto the Cariben of Zenu anfivered then, 
thatit might wellbe they were fuch quiet 
people, but pet thep thetued nof the figns of 
peace, and therefoze they willed them pe, 
fently todeparte out of theircountrey, fo2 
they {aide they tvere not minded to be moc, 
ked by them, neither meant they fo tndure 
anencmnies o2 fraungers tueapon within 
their country. WWiherevpon D.Ancifus res 
plying anfivered them and faide, that be 
could not with honour depart fromithence, 
before he hadde delinered his meflage onto 
them fo2 the wubich be twas fent thither mas 
king along ozation, thereby fo perfivade 
them to the chatttian faith, grounded onely 


bpon one God maker of heauen and earth, 


and of all cteatures therein ; tn the end tel 
ling them thatthe boly sfather the Pope of 
Rome Chats lieutenant theoughout al the 
wold, having abfolute power ouer mens 
foules, ¢ religion, had giuen their countrep 
tothe mighty king of Spaine bis matter, ¢ 
that betuas purpotelp fent thither, totake 
potlettion thereof, withing them therefore 
not fo oppofe themfelues agent him,tfthey 
meant fo become choiftians and fubieds to 
fo great a p2ince, onelte paying a fmall 
perely tribute ofgolde. Wibereunto they 
inieffing mranner,and (niling, aunfivered 
much after the fame manner, as itis watt: 
feriof Attabalipa, that they liked wellof 
bis propofition touching one only od, but 
as then thep were not minded fo argue ther 
of, nepther pet fo leaue their religion,¢ that 
the Pope might twell bee liberall of other 


mens gods, that belonged not fo hint, 02 a€ . 


leat that bethould giue that which teas in 
bis power fo deliuer,as allo that the king of 
The 2 Booke. 
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Spaine fwas either berp poe, to defive that 
inbich was none of his,o2 very bold to feeke- 
that tobich be knew not,and that ithe cane 
fo inuade their countrey,they twoula fet bis 
head bpona Lake, as they had done manic 
other enemics bis like; but the Spaniaroes 
not clteming their wo2ds, entred bpon the 


dand and ouercame them. 


From the guife Vraba to Carthagenaare 
70.miles, between the which tivo places 
the hauens and rivers afozefaine do lie, the 
partition being paffed oner, as alfo Puerto 
de Naos, that is, the hauen of Sbips , it ig 
from Carthagenatg S. Martha fiffte miles, 


Carthagena. 


Arthagena twas fo named, becaute that 

in the mouth of the hanen there lieth an 
Hand in Jndian fpeech called Codego, ag 
alfo nety Carthago,in Spaine Scombria, 93 
els bicaufe al the Spaniards diwelling ther: 
in, came out of the Cittie of Carthazoin 
Spaine: the Jfland is about two miles tong 
and a mile b2oad, UWaben the Spanyardes 
came firll info that countrey, they found it 
fullof ithermen, whereof at this time they 
canharbdly find anp renmant, tobich isnot — 
tobe tuondered at,fo2 that not onely in this 
p2outnee,but in al the other Jflands,tobers 
in the Spaniardshane bene, there is hards 
ly any 3nbdians left, becaule,theandians as 
long as poflibl thep might iuold neuer bane 
any dealings twith the Spaniardes, becaule 
ofthetrtpzanny. Dhis Countrep is rich of 
fith, fruttes, and all kinde of bidualles ner 
ceflary fo2 men:thep coucr their priuy ment 
bers with clothes ofcotten wall: both men 
and tuomen go fe the wars, fo2 in the pare 
of our Wode 1509. as a Spaniard callen 
Martinus Amifus mave warre bppon thole 
ofZenw, bogdering bpott Carthegena, hee 
toke an Andian woman of the anc of tivene 
ty peeres, that with ber otone hands hadde 
flaine28. Chatfians ; their arrowes are 
poyloned, and thep eate their cnnemies 
flefh,and {poiled many Spanyardsiat ther 
featts tubich in times paft thep dfed to hold 
they beautifie their bontes in the beftiuas 
her they can denife, {with iewells, and gol 
den beacelets , mingled with pearles, and 
ftones called (maragnes , tuearing them a 
bout their faces, armes, leqaes, and other 
parts of their bodies: their chiefe merchants 
bifes are falt, fith,and pepper, tobich grote 
eth ingreat abundance all along the coat, 
itis offozmelong,and tharper than the C& 
Jndian pepper,aus much fivecter and plea 
fanter of tmell than the common Bralilia 
pepper, tubich wares they carrie bee Oe

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places as want it, ‘uberethey barter fo2 0+ 
ther things, before they tere nder the fubs 
iecion of fye Spaniards : tyey had many 
hindes of frites and trees,cotten woll,feas 
thers, golde bzacelets, golb,many pearles, 
fnaraqnes,llaues, and diuerstmfes,twhers 
With they traffikes , bartering them twith: 
out ary relved,defire o2 coucfoufies, dfing 
fhele woades,ZLake this, and giue me fome 
other ware fo2 it, but no ware toads m92¢ e- 
flemed with then than bicualles,but now 
they likelwile begtine to couct after goloe 
and other thinges , tobiche thep bane learz 
nedofthe Spaniards. Benzo tn bis fecond 
poke ofthe Indian hitfozte and fift chapter 
fhetveth a notable evample,faping,that ops 
onatimehe being very hungry, went into 
angndians houle,peaping him to fel bint a 
chickin, and the Jndian atet hinttubat he 
twould gine him, be pulling forth a fpantth 
riall of filuer,qauc it him, which thegndtan 
taking, pelde bettwene bis teeth, and fatve, 


chen J perceue pou would haue my didus 


alles, and gine mee that tobich no man can 
rate, neither ig itofany account , therefore 
take pou pour pecce of filuer,and J wil kep 
mp biduails. 

ABetindene Carthagena and faint Mar- 
tha, there runtietl a great fwwift river called 
Rio Grande, which fandeth in our Carde, 
tohich iucth with fuch force ints the Seca, 
{pecially in winter, that it beats the ream 
ofthelea backe againe, whereby the fhipps 
that patleby it, may eafily tabe in tater. 
Sayling bpwardes into this riuer fo the 
hingveme of Bogota, by theéapariards cals 
led Granada, thereare certatie mines of 
emeraldes found in the valley of Tunia, tt 
this Carbe calley Tomana, whereabouts 
the (paniarts haue builoed neto Carthage. 
Che inbabitantes of the valley of Puma, 

andthe people bazdering on the famedoe 
wo2rthip the {urine for their chife god, with 
fuch reverence, that they dare not fare o2 
ontcloke fenfattlp bpon it: they liketutle 
iwo2thip the ane, but notlo much as the 
funizin their wars, inited of Ancients they 
tic the bones of certaine men (wwhoin their 
lines ere valiauntin armies) bppon long 
faues, and fo carry them before fhent to ins 
co2rage others fo be thelike,and niake fhent 
the reapier to fiabt. heir tucapons are ars 
rowes, pikes made ofpalme tree od, and 


- one linordes. Whey burp their kings with 


golden neckelaces , fette with emerauldes, 
and with becad and wine, therofthe Spas 
niards haue foto many fuch granes, which 
they haue opened. Whe people that divell 
bpon the afozefain great riuer, are all Ca- 
nibails.o2 Caribes, as allo thefe that pwell 
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about faint Martha, and in time patt tere 
Caribes , he inhabitants of the andes. 
of Boriqien, Dominico, Matitini, Cibuchi, 
ne (nowy called faint Croce) and’ Guadalu~ 
pc, asitis already declared, tubich roive 
on the water with (cutes made of acerfayin 
Wood called Canois,and that fought again 
thofeof Hifpaniola,, and the peopleof the 
firme land , tobome they (popled and eate. 
SChe common opinion is, that thep cane 
fir out ofthe firme land of Caribana, by 
Graba, and front Nombre de Dios, tn Jno 
Dian {peech called Caribes, ann allitrong 
and baliaunt menue, are notve by thent 
called Cartbes , twbich are verp erpertin 
boiues and arrowwes. Sheib 2afilians name 
them Pophets, 02 Sathlayers, anv Cari- 
bes #B3telts, 
Whe people inhabiting tn the valley of 
Tunia, potfon their arrowes, and beforg 
the Spantards overcame them thep bande 
continuall Warres againt the peopleofBa- 
gota,o2 Bogota, they are gad fouldiers,cruc 
el,and berp reuengeatiue ; when thep goe 
to warres, thep carrp their Jdoll Chiappe 
With them, as a tudge of fhe bicozie, bnto 
twhome before they enter into the field,thep 
offer many Cacrifices and offerings of cers 
taine living men, being the chilozen of 
flaues, 02 of their ennemites , painting all 
the Image with bloud, which done, they 
poeeate the fleth: when they retourned dt- 
stozious, thep belde qreat featts with daun: 
cings, leapings, and fingings, foe dein> 
king themlelues deuncke, ans agapne bes 
fmering their Jmage with blad, and bes 
ing overcome, thep were forrotofull, and

Saint Martha is alfoa Hotune and Ba: 
uen of the Spantardes lying on the firme 
jand bider eleuen Degrees,on the nozth fide 
of the Equinodial line about fiftte Spanith 
miles, fromt Carthagena,it lieth at the fote 
of certapne bills, fo monftrous high, that it 
isincredible, pote in fo great ertreame 
heate, fogreat quantitic of fotwe fhoula 
lie bpon thetoppes ofthole hills tobich ig 
_fenea great way off, and tobereby the bas 
uenisknoivne, 

Whiscountry tas difcouered and faken 
by Roderigo de Baltidas in 1524. where 
it cot bimbis ife,notby soe en eT) by 
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pig olune nei, thativben etwas alleepe, 
killea hint, and gaue hin flue weundes ut 
hishoop, Whe people of this country are fo 
crucllann fierce, that thep bauc oftentimes 
driucn the Spaniards from their countrey, 
not caring fo2 the fhippes,but running inte 
the ea, fill the water mounted as bigh as 
theirbaeatts, toting with thoufandes of 
popfoned arrowwes , and neucr would giue 
ouer, tuere tf mot bp meanes of the great 
fhot,together with thecries offuch as were 
afraid, and ranawap, thinking them to be 
thunder daps, which oft times happen in 
thofecountiies, bp reafon of the euenuetfe 
ofthe countrey, with the height ofthe bills. 
She compalle of this hauen is thee Span- 
nih niles, and fo cleere that thep map fe 
ftones lying onthe ground tuithin the was 
fer, although itis at the leatt twentie elles 
Deepe : into this hauen there floiveth two 
runing waters, but not fit fo2 great hips, 
but onely fo2 little boates, cut out of peeces 
of Wud: itis a great pleatnre to heare what 
they repoat ofthe great numbers,and gad: 
nies ofthe fthes that are taken thereabouts 
both in frelh and (alt water, forthe tubich 
caulethey foundmany Jfilhermen thereas 
bouts, with many netfes made of packes 
‘thicae, hanging on cottett ropes, which 
Wwas their greatet liutng, fo2 that fo2 fit 
they had whatloener thep defired of their 
neighbours. gn this country they founs fa- 
phires, enrerauldes, calcedonies, tafpers, 
amber,b2afil wood, goloe and pearics, that 
is, inthe tivo prouinces Caramaira and Sa- 
turma, tobercin the two hauens Carthage. 
naand S. Martha do lie,Caramaira tg a berp 
fruitfull and pleafant countrey, wwbereit 
there falleth neither hard winter , no2 over 
Hote fummer, day and night being there al- 
nioft ofa length. ye Spantarses hauing 
taken ui this country, found gardems reas 
dp planted, mopfned with Prange wafers 
like the gardcins-inIealie : theiy common 
meatets A ges, luca,Maiz,Batatas,and fome 
frnites of trees, fuch as other Indians thers 
abouts do ble, they cate fifh alfo,and mans 
fichh,but nofaften. Agesareratcs, ofthe 
‘greatnefle oflong turnopes in Italic, pleas 
fant oftatte, notmuch bnlike chefnuttes, 
lubich thep bfein banquets infteode offruit,

gers sand although the Tououpinambaul- 
tiers Deo recetue their. queftes in friendly 
fo2t, pet their ffrange manner fo fuch as

ter be found fo be nedlefic,as not knowing 
their cuffomes, doing the like at the fir to 
alfuch as come among them, not beeing of 
thetr company: whe tyep haue faken their 
pleafure in (nearing thetr apparrell, they 
glue it them again, the interpzeter alfo tolo 
binthat they twere defirous fo knotwe his 
name,but fad buts him when be fold them, 
be mull not giue the any tame tn our {peech, 
becaule they cannot pronounce if,as in ted 
of lohn they fay Nian,and becaule they cane 


nof remember fach wozds, he fain hee mulk

Done, after Which time Lerius fpake ofterr 
With them, and herein poumull note that 
they arefo gad of memozie,that when tiep 
haue once beard aname,thep oul notlicht- 
ly forget it, hen Lerus proceedeth further 
to they bow he {pende among them in that 
bis firt iourney, which is,that going furder 
with bis tnterpzeter,be came into a billage 


of MWarbarians called Enramini, bp the | 


Frenchnen Goler, twherin his interpreter 
haddivelf. iwhere they found the Warbart- 
ans Dancing ¢ Deinking of theiy Coauin, ag 
haning that day killed one oftheir enemies, 
fo2 the which caufe thep beldethefeatt, the 
peeces of bis bovie as then lying bppon the. 
Boucan, hotwe this fearetull (pecarte plea: 
fed him pou map twel tudge, tebich notinith: 
fanding twas nothing at all, confinering 
what follotved, fo2 beeing come into the 
boufe, and accozding to their manner fette 
bppon abanging bedde, the women as 
their cuftomeis,wirping, and the god man 
of thebhoule friendly entertaining bim, bis 
interp2eter being bled therunto, € tobolliz 
‘acenfomed to their deinke, without {pea 
king bnfo Lerius,o2 once bidding him wel- 
come, left hint,and iuent fo Dance and dink 
among the Jnotans, and hee being wearie, 
and bauing eaten certaine bzead and other 
meate that had beene tet befozehim, latde 


bimfelfe dotune fo refk, vet bp reafon of the : 


nopfe twhich the Warbarians with pau 


cing and dMbing made about him, he was- 


luell kept from fleeping, {pecially tohen one: 
‘ofthe tilde men came running onto hun, 
Wwith abzopled thinne bone of a man indis- 
band, alking him ifhe would eage with bun; 
1udge then Jpzay pou if feare made not lap 
to auoyd out of bis cies, {pecially (ashe wet 
teth)fo2 that he thought(as then not bnbdet- 
Landing their fpeech the tila man heed 
bim that peeceof the boopled fielh , telling 
Dim that they would to the like with hun, 
that with feare he beganne to be fufpitious, 
that bee was betraicd by his fellows , wha 
in that fort had delivered bimrinta the wat 
barians hands, wherupan be determined 
be could toget away, but being compaled 
on all fines with wWarbartans (that meant

prayers, in theming verte early the tne 
terpocter came into hint, that han patfes al 
the night in d2inking with the Barbartang, 
and fing him, lols fo pale, andhauinga 
fitte ofan ague then bppon bint, atked bim 
ifpee wereficke , andtobether bebad aot 
fleptivell , wwheretvtth hee blamed the in: 
ferneter fo2 leautng him alone ameng the 
‘Barbarians, hee not brdeeltanding what 
they faid,and becanfe be could not hake off 
bis feare, be defiren his interpreter that hee 
might poelently oepart from thence, but he 
to the contrary putting hint in gwd comfort 
tuillen him fo fake courage, faping that the 
Warbarians meant him no hurt,and twithal 
difcouered his feare onto thent, whs foz bis 
fake had watched and made ‘that fyoet all 
thentghtlong, becaule they eecmen dist 
{ecleome, which the Warbartans hearing, 
fapoe that thep bad fomewhat perceiucn it, 
and that it greened them that be bad paffcd 
thenight in fo great fo2rolv and dileafe,and 
with that thep all beqanue to laugh, which 
aiade Him cat off all feare ¢ after that, bee 
and his interpreter went inte another vile 
Inge whereas the manner is, entertig tite 
a Mauffacats boule (tubich titeneryp village 
thep muff do, and go fo no place elfe,ifthep 
foil baue their love and faus2)be late volun 
bpona hanging coften bea, ard fo2 a little 
fime fitting hil, pactentip the women

Midis commendation, as faping, you baue 
fakona qveat and Dangerous bopage in 
band, onelp fo comme and bifite bs, you are 
God,pouareftrong, andiritbea french: 
man, thep ave further, you haue boeuahe 
Os many fine things that wwe neuer falv:and 
foconclude, with fuch counterfeit teares 
and pleating tvo2ds they recetuecand falute 
their quetts,¢ the franger fitting bppon the 
coften beode, mutt da the like, boloing bis 
bande befoze his face, tobich (fome god 
foles) paguoked by their teares, hane not 
lettonoo, andbee mutt liketwtfe auntwere 
fyem, and fich as though be twere ares 
ued, 

Chistolith enterfainement of the two:

fwiththe Wentleivomen in our countrie 
Do keepe themlelues from the heate of the 
fire, {whtch fiers are not mabe becaufe of 
the coldneffe of the countrep, but fo deine 
away the moyfinelle ofthe ntaht, as alto 
becaufe it ig a cuflome with them fo te 
do : and fectitg toe are Nowlin hand with 
fire, ¥ thinke if not tneonuentent to fap 
foie thing thereof, thep call the fire Tas 
ta, and the Smoke Taran, and tober 
they tvauaile either to fhe wars, fe bunting 
62 to filhing , fhep altvayes haue fire 
with them, becaufe ofthe Aysnan 62 Dr 
ucll, ‘whe confinualip formerteth theni, 
therewith fo datue bim alway, iwhtch 
they Bindle not with sHint Rone and a 
piece of Stele as wee vile fo doo, but rubbe 
tive pecces of wodde one axatnlt the o- 
ther, one peece being (eft, theotber barbde, 
tohich is donein this maner: they take a 
peeceofbharde umd ofafotcloug, iwhich 
thep make fharpe at oneende alinott lthe a 
pricke, which popnte they thenf it into the 
foff wad, and turnett(o often tity thep2 
handes, as ifthey would boze the pece of 
lund thercioith, and by that meanes tf net 
onely fmoketh,but takcth fire, tebtch done, 
they take cotten 02 d2tcb leanes, and theres 

{with kindle their fire. 
she guett being in this fort enfertainen,

men combes o2loking glaffes; and tothe 
chilo2en fifh hokes, ano ithe chance fo haue 
nade ofbicuals by the way, agreeing with 
them fo2 their meat,he may take it al with 
him: and becaule in thofe countries there 
are no kindes of beaftes focarrte men 02 
their wares, thepare fozced fo trauell on 
fote,ifthey be tucarie, andthatthe gndt- 
ang let thei haue fome of their matds,they 
prefentlyp(as being berie tilling and ready 
ta ferue)take bp theburthen, ¢ oftentimes 
carrie fhe man pimlelfe, and tthe fpeaketh 
brite them fo rett themfelues, they anfivere 
hint laying, thinke you bs to beas tweake 
and faint ag married women, that toe fhuld 
faint onder our burfhen? rather then you 
thuld think fo,twe would carrie pou a whole 
Day long: they are Ithelwile touching natuz 
ral loue,better gtuen ¢ affected then twee, fo2 
that daily they gine each other flety,fith,and 
fruits, ¢itareeneth them that their neigh: 
bour Moulde not haue as much as they, 
tobich liberalitie allo they bie fo ftrangers, 
which in this one erample by Lerius bimz 
felfe f:i2d and (ef dolune, may fufficiently be 
proued, lwbich is, thatas Lerius with tives

their friends the T ououpinambaultiers,(by 
whom if thep bad beene taken, thep bad bin 
eaten,ana which is moze, flicking their bos 


dies bpon fhoznes, would haue made thes. 


pineinthat manner , fo2 the (pace of woo 
payes tuithout meate o2d2inke) at the latt 
they came info a billage called Pauo.tobere 
by the warbarians thep were mo frtendlp

danger they bad efcaped,not only from the 
beatt,but alfo ofthe Margaiaters,that ble to

meateto cate , and Wwityall they fet fome of 
their Coauin,tubtch they do as long as thep 


thinke the body is not cozrupted, from ihe . 


which opinion they can by uo meanes beg 
perfvaden, although in the momings thep 


finde the meate tubole, and in the fame fo2t 


it was when they fet it there. Dhis top, o2 
folith neuite feemes to {pzitig out of the falle 
glofes of certaine Kabines, but he that deft 
reth to fer moze hereof,let bum reade Lerius:

fromS.Elenato Arenas Gordas are thirfte 
miles, from thence to Baros Anagedos footy 
miles, from thence to Terra Baixa fiftie 
miles, from terra Baixa to Bahya Sin Fon- 
do theefcoze and fiue niles: and from this 
‘Bay which is onder one and fortiedegras, 
tothe Arrecites de Lobos are fogtie miles.

Peruuians ofthe firmeland, intimes pat 
bfed fo make their facrifices and offerings, 
killing many lambes, (hepe, and fone chils 
dren, offering their blad bite thetr iaolles, 
odiuslles , twhole fiqures were made and 
tatuedin tons, to wyomte they doc biually 
pray, , 
‘Wyen Erancifcus Pizarius with bis thir 
tane companions tranelled to difcouer Pe- 
tu, thep entred likewwife into this afland, 
where they found certaine tetwells of filuer 
ad golde, many cloakes and thertes of 
Lory faive and fine toll , fo that from that 
tine forwards, amp fo2 the fame caufe this 
and was calley Siluer. he popnt of

‘andlegs they tweare many beades of gold, 
filuer, and fmallfourquefes + alfo of white 
andred Teckens and Huyzkens , but tuiit 
not baue their wines fo tweareanye fuch: 
touching the fituation of the Countrey , if 
is berp bote, and bnivbolefome , and there 
thep haue certapne {o2 biles, that tfluc out 
bpon their facesand other partes of theya 
bodies as binge as akognes, hauingdepe 
rofes, worle and more deformed Chart por, 
and mutt be fo2ong off by binding athred 
about them iuben they are ripe: thep papnt 
their mouthes, and boare bales in thep2 
eares, tofe,lippes, and checkes bpon their 
feltinall payes wearing telvels and pearles 
therein : the fcutes by them bfed in thele 
countries, to fith, as alis fo fatle tr, are like 
poifts made of thze,fiue, feucn nite, and vz 
ienertlight quarters, o2 rafters of wad lato 
o2bound together, as men hinde mnaftes, 
and let thent Detue Dppon the water, and 
their manner is to binde thelongett in the 
middle, and the reff ott both fides fho2ter 
than other , andas their deiftes arelong 02 
{yoet, fo are their failes peopoztioned, and 
tohenthey have Hgughe their dita goos 
way fortvard, they thotve bread, fruit,and 
furch like things into thefea, praping fora 
god Wwinde, as being weary, and tobollp 
without trength to rolve any mee. Whe 
Beores of the Churches in that Countrep 
aud Caltward, hanged with certaine cots 
ton linnert, and In every church there ftans 
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blacke SBuckes , andbefore them thereisa 
Aire made of fwetcioad, (which groiveth

‘is accounted fo2 the life of the dead, and the 
beath of the liuing,becaufe it preferucth the 
dead-booy frontputrifacion, Where are als 
foin thofe temples cerfatrr Images of great 
ferpents, which they pap onto: and befives 
thele common toolles, euerp man bath bis 
{cuerall Jooll, each man accoding fo the 
trade be bleth, asthe Fiermen a create 
fil, and the Bunters abart o2the Image 
offometwilde beak, by the Cape Paflzo, 
infome churches bpon cuery piller thereof, 
were placed the bodies of men inomen and 
chilozen cructfied, that were fo tell kept 
and d2ied,that by no meanes they could rot 
- 92 call foozth anp bnftoete fauour : there 
Were liketwile the heads of Jndians fet bp-

that came dotone from heauen, thining 
likethe Sunne, that fought againk them 
Wwith fiery flames , in fuch manner, that 
where the lames touched, they tare ann 
rent the fones, therents and boles where, 


ofare at this dap to be feene , and by that 


meanes the Oiauntes ranne into certapne 
holes fobive themlclucs, tubere they torre 
alldeffroped. ae ; 
his tale toas not greatly beleued by 
fhe Spaniardes, bnfill one lohn de Helmos 
boane in Troxillio, Couernour of Porto 
Veio, i the peate ofour Lozde God every 
lafing , one thoufand five bund22d fourtie 
anid the cauled certapne places to bee dig?

Angel with fire frombeauen, ashe dinthe 
Citties of Sodome and Gomorrha : Betis | 
this not certainely to be crediten,becaute 
fhe Americans bane no biftoztes , bakes;

for their apparel they bfed hurts and other 
clothes : they Ht tity daifts of linht umd, 
hound bpart five other pecces of made, as 
their neighbo2s do,of the tobich dafis fome 
sfthem are fo great 5 that atthe leatt fiftie 
mett and thee boeles might fit byon then, 
fuhich they bfed both with failes and cares, 
inherein they are very expert, Jt chaunced 
amatime, thattye Peruuans barecertanie 
Spaniardes bport oneot thote aztftes , and 
thatthey outies the codes that bound fhe 
fund thereof cogctyer, tobereby the Spani- 
ardes (were alldzowtied, and tie Andians 
fancd theniziues vpon fhe paces of ison, 
and many without them fiwamume fo land, 
asheing very expert therein. sett tea

Demonitrations, made great Lamping (as 
fome of the old Andians fap like the maner 
ofthe tacrificators of the Jooll Apolo, 
sobhen tie people Laied to heare the paophe- 
fies. ZZhole old Indians likewtl fap that 
they bled te offer many beaftes and fome 
meni onto this Jdol,¢ at their cheefe feattes 
this Zool gaue them anfwere to thetr oe- 
maunds,and what he fapd they belecuedsin 
this temple there was great treaio2 ofaclae 
and filucr inden, and the priefics. were 
greatly efteemen, thedLozds of fhe countreyp 
being nich f{ubiedt to thety commaunde- 
menfs : rounde about this temple Were 
certaine houles made fo2 Pilartins, and no 
man toas efemed toothie ta be burted az 
bout that Church, buf onelp their kings, 
noblemen,and the prtetts that came thither 
on pilgrimage, bataging certainesfferings 
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lwith them : tobett they helbe their qveateg 
featt in al the yeare, there aGicmblea menp 
people, that according fo their manner plat, 
ed on infiruments siwhen the kings ef Co. 
{co fubdued thebvallie, thep hauingacu- 
Nome thaoughent al their couitrics,toerec 
temples in the honour of the funne: andbe: 
bolsing the qreatnetic and auncientnes of 
thattemple, With the perfivafion that the 
common people had ofthe bolinefie of that 
place,as alfo the arcat teustion bicd there, 


in, thep thought it not conuenicnt fo. 


deftioy that church , but appopnted ang. 
ther te be made by itin honour ofthe furne, 
which Hhuld be etemed the greater, which 
according fo the kings comm anscucnthee

Hn ede of thole Avols, there are crof- 
fes erected, as they think to pleafe the diuel, 
the name ofthe diucllivas Create: of the 
two2ld, fo2 Camac ig create2, and Pacha 
wold : but God permitting Francis Piza- 
tius to fake Bing Atabalban peifener, be 
fentbis baother Fernando Pizarius to de:

heuerbe founde, peta qreat part tvas cat 
rlevaiway. SChis bailte is verte finttful, 
rich, and ful oftres, abounding With kine 
and other caftel, as allo god haafeg. srem 
the talip Pachacama yeu come fg Crlca, 
tubere there is anstable thing fo be noted, 
fo2 the frangenefle thercof, fo2 tt neuer tai 
neth there, either is there any river,

hep thal neede,both fo cate,and folve thep2 
conte, Chere was likewile in that country 
nany houles fo2 prouttion and munition, 
telongitg tothe ising of Peru, therein fo 
forge and ret themfelues when they tra- 
yailethzoush their countrpessCtvo miles 
anda quarter from Cricats the poutnce of 
Mala, where there runneth a faire river, 
thecoatt tobercofis ful of frees:and not full 
foure miles further Ipeth Goarco, well 
notonein that countrey, being great and 
poate, and fulof fruitful tres, {pectallie 
of Guuyas, acertatne Indian fruit, erie 
pleafant offinel and fatte,and alfo Guauas, 
and pais in moi great aboundance; twith- 
alother things,as tuel {notan as Spantth 
. frnifes. Welines this there are great num: 
bersof Pigeons, Surtle Doues, and other 
kindes of foules, tn the iomds and iuilde 
tountrey which make a god thavolw in the 
tallic, diver the which there ranneth ters 
taine Streames of freth water. Dhe inbabty 
fants of this country fay,that in times patk 
that place twas beric populous, and that 
theyruled and hadde conmrandement oner 
forme of fhe bilg,and ouer plaine countries, 
and tuben the Ingen o2 kings of Peruo2 
Cufco tame to fubduc them,they beld wars 
againtt him fo2 foure peares fogetber,min- 
ding not to lwfe the liberty, tohtch their pes 
dereflors before thenihadfo long matntat- 
hed.During the which wars, manp frange 
things happened, which are herein nedletle 
forevearfe, becaule mp meaning ts not fd

ruuians perpetual chmnendations.cught riot 
further to be foopled, as being wwo2kes Done 
by fuch people, twhich bnte vs tool be altos 
gether incredible, ifthep bad not binfeenesa 
mile ¢ a balffurther vpward from the cattle 
of Goarco there ts artuer callen Lunagua- 
na, nour Card Laguna, which ballic ts al- 
fogetber like the foomer, and foure miles 
andabalfe from that is the great ballie of 
Chincha, much efteemed itt Peru, fpectaliy 
by fhe atinctent inbabiftants, ¥n this vallie 
thereis aciopiter ofthe e2der of fatnt Do- 
minike, At the Pantards artual there were 
aboue2 5000. menin that ballie, where 
nolo there are {earce 5coe. and ttre overs 


come by Inga lupangue,¢-of Topaynga lu- - 


pangue,tuho bad their goucrnours therein, 
iwith many houles of pteature,and the teme 
ple ofthe Sun, yet the inhabitants left not 
off fo feruc and honour thetr olde Zool cal 
led Cinciaycama; the king habde liketwtle in 


this ballie many pentioners andfouldiers, — 


commaunding fome of them fo2 certaine 
moneths in the peare to repaire Onto the 
Court,and gee fo tuarres with hint. Whis 
ballte of Cinciais one of the greatett bal, 
lies in all fhe countrey of Peiu, Swbercitis 
amott pleafant fight to bebolde the greene 
tries that grow in the waters that run bre 
berthem, with moft fivete and pleafant 
Citfrons, not like the panty Citrons, als 
though in fo2me not differing much,io2 that 
thefe being pilled are yellow, and ofa god 
fafte,and fo pleafant,; that a man can neuer 
fatilfic hinilelfe theretutth sin thofe woods 
there are many birds, but beatts berte felw, 
becaute ofthe continuall warres: tn fimes 
patt;there was likewile many graues in 
this country, tuberein the Spantards found 
much treafa2, Departing from this goodly 
pounce of Cincia, and tranatling further 
ouer theplaine countrey, you come fo the 
pleafant dally Ica, iohich is 119 lefle tnbabte 
ted then the foxmer, though the twbich alfo 
there runneth ariucr, which in fome times 
ofthe peareis fo finall,that they Mul want 
water, but that thep havea channell sf tva- 
fer that commeth ouf ofthe billes :beereut 
aremany fruites, there are liketutle matte 
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yong hortes kine, goates pigeons,and furs 
tic doues: from thence pou conte to the pals 
lic and riuer of Nafca, otberivife called 
Caxa Malca , twhich in times pall was bee 
rie populous, where they fill their ground, 
and twater their fruits,in manner before res 
pearfen. Whele people fo the mott parte 
were (poyled and confumed by the difunton 
and cantention of the Spantards. tn tf vere 
niany.areat places and Joules of mu- 
ttition forthe Rings of Peru, and diucrs 
 graues, all {popled and deffroped by the 
Spaniards : the allies of Nafca are many 
in number, twhereofone of them hath many 
canes that pelo much fugar:thep bauclike- 
wife much fugar, which they bzing to fel in 
thetotunes bozdering Spon them: though 
all thefe ballies the kings great high toap 
poth patie, and in fome fundate places there 
areas pet certaine fokens 02 fignes to fhetv 
the right way, that men fhould not fray a- 
fine, of the twbich way J meanetolap moze 
heereafter, toheny come to fpeake of the 
kings of Peru : from this ballp commontyp 
talled Nafca pou goe to Hacary,and then to 
Ocwna,Icamanna,and Iquilca there there 
are areatriuers, andalthough at this pre- 
fent there are but few inbabitants, pet in 
times patt they were no lefic populous then 
thefirtt, they avefruiffull and berp fatteto— 
~ fede cattel : in the ballie of Quilcalpeth the 
hauen of Arequipa, and the towne, fo that 
from Lima o2 the ings totone fo Arequi- 
pa areninety Spanith miles, 02 thee burt 
Dred and firtie Ataltan miles: the totwn ly, 
eth about eleugn miles within the vally of 
Quilca, difkant front the fea in the belt and 
mot pleafant place of all the ballie fo be 
built bpon, twbere therets a deriegad and 
temperate aire, tobereby itis commended 
fozoncof the mot bolfometft places in all 
Peru,and the pleafantet to divell in, being 
a Withopzicke,and bier the Jurifdicion of 
Lyma, bautng init about thee bund2en 
Spanifh houles : the countrep thereabouts 
is beric fat, and peldefiy derie god Cone, 
thereof they make beead : the limites 02 
Aurifpicion ofthe totune reacheth from the 
ballie of Hacari, fo Tarapaca, and inthe 
prouince o2 countrep of Condefuyo :they 
baue liketwtle authozttie over certaine plas 
ces, which are bnder fhe Spantlh gouern- 
ment; thofeof Hubnas, Ciqui Guanitta, 
~ Quimiftaca,and Colagnasare all onder the 
commandement of thts fotwne,in time pak 


 _ ‘berp populous,and nolo mot part defkroy- 


edbyp the Spaniards: they pray fo the fur, 
as ofber Peruuiansdo , and wearelhirts 
and mantles, moff of their filucr and treafo2 


ig beought from Charcas, and the mpnes of

Potoifi, and Porco, from thence itis cari. 
ed to Lyma, and fo fo Panama and Spaine: 
about this towne there ts a bill of 332im: 
ftone, which burneth continually, thereby 
it putteth the countrep.n great feare,doing 
great burt dnto the countrey and the fotun; 
fometimes by reafor thereof thep bane cer: 
faine earthquakes ; this tolune was buil. 
Dedbp Francifco Pizarro in his matettiog . 
name, in the peare of ourilo2d 1536,.9anp 
Spantth wares (as twine, ople, olines, 
meale,coane, 02 wheate.ec.) are beought 
thither, therewith to ferue the € ountrey of 
Charcas,and the mines of Potoiti € Porco, 
Shere alfo many of the Jnbabitants ofthe 
plaine countrey Do come and fraffike, con- 
cerning the mines afozcfatde,wherby much 
filuer and frealoris boought thither, to be 
ronuaped fr thence tnto other places: there 
abouts on the fea coal are many reat 
Gicren, that {pzead thetr wings at the leat 
fifteene 02 firteene handfulles bzoade, that 
line bpon Sea Wolues, twbhich they take, 
picking out thep2 epes, and feeding of they:

Potwe Peru beeing fo 
ionqnantd Cciturate tt this manner,there are 
map welde and defart places not inhabte 
fe0,fo2 the caufes before rebearted,and fuch 
agwere invabited tucre great ballies and 
pales, that by reafont ofthe bils are throtus 
peo and defended from the totndes and 
now,toherby thofe ballies and great fields 
aroverie fruitiul,to that whattocuer ts pla- 
fenthereit, pecldeth frutt matt aboundant, 
Iyithe wads about fhem being bp manye 
heatts and birds : the eruutans that divel 
hetwane thete pils are wifer,fronger,and 
fubtiller ther thofe in the plane countrey 
ping on the fea coatt, and apter fo gouerne 
and faz pollicp;they divel in boules made of 
fone, whereof fone are covered tith earth,

Tver rillage of Patto lieth in the balli¢ 
Atris ubich is tt the land of Quillacn- 


ga, people without (ame and god matte 


ners, agalfo they of Pafto, little effemen 
by their neighbeurs,trauailing from Palto 
Poutometo Funez, and tivo miles and< 
furver fo Les from thence fo Gualnatan are 
fwo miles and'a halfe, and from thence to 
Toutes tina miles and a quarter,in al thefe 
billages ig very little mats by reafon ofthe 
tolde, although they arefo nere onto the 
line, but much Papas and other rotes that 
aretobe eaten : front Ipivies pou franatle 
to Guaca,but befoze pou come at if pou may 
fe the things bie-Away, tobicy ts to leffe fo 
be wond2e0 at, then the way that Hanni- 


balmave thoough the Alpes, whereot heres 


after 3 twill fpeak: alfo pou pale hard by a 
riuer,bpon the fine tohercofthe Shing of Ps: 
rabay made afoot, from tuhente be made 
warrebpon thofe of Pafto, and quer this 
River thereig abzinge, bynature fo arte 
tially mane, that arte coulne not poflibly 
mend if, itis of a high and thick rock,in the 
the2, Booke.

Jfrom this finall countrpe of 
Guaca pou comefoTvfatybere p proutnce 
of Pafto endetl: not farre from thence pou 
come fo a little hill; toberebeyon allo the 
Bings of Peru hada cattle much sefended 
by the Peruttans, and going furder pou 
come fo the rtucr of Misa; where tt ts berp 
hotjan there are many kinds offriutts, and 
certaine faire melons, god conries, turtle 
votes, and partriges, € great aboundance 
ofcoone, barley and mats: from this river 
poutrauatle dolvne ts fhe rich and coftlp 
houles of Carangue, ¢ befoze pou come this 
ther, pou nt firft patle over a lake ut Ins 
dia called Aguarcocia, in our {peech the ope 
fea, becaufe Guianacapa king of Peru, af 
the Spaniards arinall cauied 20000,. men 
of the places thereabout fo be afemblen, ¢ 
deftroped them all becanle thep had difplea- 
fed him, and theeww their bodies info that 
lake, making the water red with their blov.

A Mans Hhetotons that lieinthe hills of 
_- Peru, and at this time inbabtten bp the 
Spantards, Quite ts one of the chiefelk, it 
Ipeth in the ballep Anoaquito, about fine 
miles beponde the fouth five of the Equi 
nodial line,in time patt it was.a very fatre, 
rich, and pleafant tolone, fpecially in the 
yeares ofouro2de 1544, and 1545, then 
tf flozifhen, becaule the gold mines (which 
euerie man regardeth) were firtt found out, 
butby the tuarres that Pizarro mane, it is 
almoft deftroped, the earth thereabouts fees 
meth fo be onfruittful,pet itis found contra, 
ry, fo2 init are many catell, as alfo al other 
prouifion of coane, fruit, and foule : the fitus 
ation ofthe countrie is berp holefome and 
pleafant, not much onlike Spaine both fo3 
bearbes, and featons of the peere, fo2 that 
fuer beginneth therein the moneths of 
arch and Apaill; and continueth til halfe 
SRoucmber, ¢ although there is much cold, 
vet they bane no lee fede thenin Spaine: 
there is liketwife much fpanify fruite, thole

thereare likelwife manp hogs ano bennes,

made agreat temple, pet thepaccounted:

although they bad this kuoteledge and tis 
perftanding, pet they vlen their olds cus 
fomes,not onely to pray onto fhe Sunne 
and spane» but alfo to frees 5 Hones, 
audother things, thedtuell thaough them 
gintng them anfiveres y and becaule they
